The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the method, and the corresponding mobile 
station and base station, for allocating data transmission channels to a mobile station in half- 
duplex mode, wherein the method comprises the step of receiving a downlink transmission 
authorization for a given allocation period, wherein the authorization indicates that the 
transmission channel over which it is received and consecutive channels identifiable from the 
transmission channel over which it is received as a function of the transmission needs of the 
network are allocated in the uplink direction for the following allocation period, as specified in 
independent claims 1,6, and 7.
